the Deſign and 1eal Uſe of Machinery, or that Kind of Apparatus, 
which is intended as an artificial Subſtitute, for the real Bodies of 
I/omen and Children, on which to teach the Art of Midwifery. 


In the practical Part of Midwifery, there is a Kind of Dexterity 
required, which can never be taught by Deſcription ;---nothing bur 
Practice itſelf can render it attainable, or adapt the Hand of the Pupil 
to the ealy and judicious Performance of the ſeveral Operations of this 


Art; which, like thoſe of Surgery, ought firſt to be confined to the 
dead Body. * 


Tis true, that before any one can be deem d a Proficient in Mid- 


whery, he muſt have frequent Opportunities of real Practice; but it is 


alſo true, that ing Bodies are very improper Subjects for initiating 
Pupils in the operative Part of this Art :---How then ſhall they begin 
to practiſe?--Not on real Subjects, to the manifeſt Danger of the

But it ought to be remark'd, that the bare Name of an Apparatus,, 
which is much eaſier obtain'd than the Apparatus itſelf, is not ſuf- 
ficient to give it Value ;---that will beſt be known by examining and 
viewing it comparatively with others; for, Machines badly conſtructed, 


are ſo far from being uſeful, that they do much real Harm, by miſ- 


informing the Judgment of the Student, and giving him a falſe Idea 


of Nature both in the Touch, Figure and Diſpofuion of the ſeveral 


Parts. 


This induced me to beſtow no ſmall Labour and Expence on that 
Apparatus, on which I propoſe. to demonstrate the Practice of Mid- 
wifery, having executed all the principal Parts of it with my own 
Hands; and having alſo, for ſeveral Years paſt, been conſtantly 
making Alterations and Improvements in it, from time to time, as 


upon Trya, I diſcover'd its Defects, in order to render it as complete 
and uſeful as poſſible ; being thoroughly convinced, that what is 


commonly call'd Machinery, (made and fold by Mechanics as it ge- 


nerally is) would prove totally uſeleſs ; for, they are not only unac- 
quainted with the anatomical Structure of thoſe Parts which it ought to 
reſemble, but alſo with the Uſes to which it will afterwards be 


apply d. I ies 


By the Uſe of this Apparatus, each difficult Caſe will be reduced 
to a Demonſtration, which will afford the Pupil ſuch ſolid introduftory 
Knowledge, as will not eaſily be forgot ;---For Inſtance, he will be- 
come acquainted with the Method of Touching in the Time of La- 
bour, and the Information from thence ariſing ; but particularly, he 
will acquire a certain Degree of Dexterity in the Application of the 
different Sorts of Jn/lruments uſed in difficult Labours ; and laſtly, in 
preternatural Caſes, he will learn the Method of turning the Child with
